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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the present amendment, claims 1 — 4, 6, 7, 1 1, 14 — 19, 21 — 26, and 29 — 31 
are pending. Claims 5, 8 - 10, 12, 13, 20, 27, 28 and 32 — 37 have been cancelled. Claim 31 has 
been amended to further define a factor Vll-responsive syndrome. Basis for the amendment can be 
found in the Specification as originally filed, and in particular in paragraphs [0048] and [0073] of US 
Patent Application Publication No. 20040037893. The present amendment adds no new matter. 

The Non-Statutory Double Patenting Rejection 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-4,6,7, 11, 14- 19, 21 -26 and 29- 31 on the grounds 
of non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-10 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,833,352. 

Applicants file herewith a Terminal Disclaimer. Accordingly, Applicants believe that the 
present rejection is now moot.
